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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To make the fixing state of ink 
constant by providing a means which fixes ink 
drops, which are elastically put on a recording 
carrier from a recording head, by heat and 
controlling the temperature of this means in 
accordance with intervals of driving pulses of a 
pulse motor. 
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CONSTITUTION: A switch 5 is turned off when the 
temperature detected by a temperature sensor 4 is 
higher than a preliminarily determined 
temperature, and the switch 5 is turned off when 
it is lower than the preliminarily determined 
temperature, thereby controlling the temperature 
of a fixing device unit 2. That is, a CPU 1 
controls the temperature of the unit 2 to an 
initial value at the time of start of reception 
and issues various commands of each line at the 
time of start of recording operation. When a 
driving command is issued to a pulse motor 8, an 
internal timer is started, and the time to the 
next issue of the driving command is measured. The 
temperature is set to a high value when the 
measured time is short, but the temperature is set 
to a low value when it is long. Thus, ink is fixed 
and dried on recording paper by the unit 2, and 
ink is prevented from being yellowed or burnt even 
if the movement speed of paper is changed.
